The first was 
Mt. Auburh Cemetery in Boston, 
built in 1831, and since then the 
model has succeeded in replacing 
the more personalized burial 
grounds that used tostand adjacent 
to most churches. This same sort of 
American ingenuity went on to in- 
spire the shopping mall.

Good art docs not always mean a 
pretty picture. In fact, good art can 
be downright ugly — so ugly, it's 
evil. Art critics throughout the ages 
have savoured well and truly evil 
art as part of the tradition of "won- 
derful, but I'd be afraid to put it on 
my wall, for fear I'd lose friends" 
critical thought. 

Morbidity and carnality (sex and 
death) are popular themes of sev- 
eral artists. In ancient art, the focus 
was often on death and the afterlife, 
rather than on the present. Egyp- 
tian tombs arc a prime example. 

The Spanish Romantic, Fran- 
cisco Goya, did a series of frescoes 
known asThe Black Paintings. Goya 
lived in isolation during the last 
years of his life. In this time, he 
undertook the task of decorating 
his villa with extremely disgusting 
pictures. Saturn Devouring One of 
His Children shows a tortured figure 
biting off the head of an infant. 



The French artist, Soutine, spe- 
cialized in repulsive representa- 
tion, distorting reality. Soutine was 
obssessed with dead birds and 
cows, often depicting the insides of 
the animal. His style is so powerful 
that it almost gives a living pres- 
ence to these grotesque subjects 
which gyrate around the canvas. 
Aside from portraying such 
images, he had a schizophrenic at- 
titude towards his work, frequently 
destroying his canvasses. 

Death, damnation and sin and 
other spiritual elements are other 
vehicles conveying the artist's per- 
sonal views. lTte forms created with 
these thoughts in mind are tantaliz- 
ingly evil. 

Hieronymous Bosch, one of the 
earliest "evil" artists, lived during 
the Dark Ages. His work reflects the 
prevalent notion that humanity 
was doomed. For Bosch, this was an 
appealing thought. Often satirical 
and heretical, he uses his ferocious 
imagination to present his subjects.

Necrophilia. Is it a problem? 

Before addressing this very press- 
ing question, a definition is 
required. Nccro is connected with 
death. Nccrophobics fear the pres- 
enccof death, a necropolis is a large 
cemetery and necromancy is magi- 
cal communication with the dead. 
Philia means love. 

From this, you might infer that a 
necrophiliac woula be someone 
who loves death. Well, they do. In 
fact, they love it so much that they 
have sex with corpses. 

• Necrophilia is^a paraphilia — a 
'scientific term for perversion, 
meaning "love beyond the usual". 
Other paraphilias run from the mild 
frotteurism (rubbing against strang- 
ers) to the wild asphyxiophilia (self- 
strangulation). But necrophilia 
’ remains the wildest. 

The issue is problematic to three 
distinct levels: the necrophiliac, the 
corpse, and society. 

The necrophiliac is typically 
timid and suffers from a profound 
sense of personal inadequacy. It 
would appear s/he has a problem. 
This restrained nature prevents the 
individual from approaching liv- 
ing people and so s/he turns to the 
dead... In fact, turns them over, 
rearranges them, sits them up, or 
whatever turns the necrophiliac on. 
'The second abberation character- 
izing the necrophiliac is the distinct 
habit of eating prior to, after, or 
between corpse invasions. This ten- 
dency can be linked with the 
necrophiliac's unconcern for de- 
composition. We theorize that the 
necrophiliac is actually, subcon- 
ciously necrophobic. Subconcious 
necrophobia forces the individual 
to cat so as to counter the natural 
distaste for death, thereby counter- 



ing decomposition with composi- 
tion. They then act consciously 
against their natural necrophobic 
tendencies, by perpetrating sexual 
acts on corpses. 

Then such acts become a problem 
for the corpse. Especially if the 
corpse was in a different state— per- 
haps living-before its encounter 
with the necrophiliac. The latter, 
often, although not always, creates 
his/her own corpsc-they are essen- 
tially hard to come by... 

Then the actions of the necrophil- 
iac become problematic for society. 
With limited access to graveyards, 
coffins and funeral parlours, the 
simple-minded necrophiliac poses 
few immediate problems. But 
should the necrophiliac reassess the 
situation, s/he would spark the 
flames of a Hobbesian nightmare. 

The conflict would progress like 
this. The necrophiliac, having lost 
interest in rigor mortis , begins to kill 
indiscriminately. With bodies accu- 
mulating in the streets, the general 
populace becomes incensed by one 
of two overpowering urges. The 
first is revenge, which transforms 
even the most innocent of bystand- 
ers into a veritable creature of 
chaos. The second, resulting from 
the overwhelming amount of de- 
composition, entails the divisonof 
society into two camps, necropho- 
bics and necrophiliacs. Food con* 
sumption goes on the up-swing, 
necropolises become overcrowded, 
. and the streets are pervaded by the 
pungent odour of necrosis (dead 
tissue). Individual pursuits escalate 
into group actions, and ultimately 
into mass movements encompass- 
ing the entire globe. 

So, yes, you could say necrophilia 
is a problem. But, then again, there 
is something of a gaping hole in our 
theory. Sec if you can find it... 



He incorporatesascnseof spiritual- 
ity by depicting his society as false, 
and pointing towards aspiration. 

Perhaps the most insidiously 
horrifying painting is Fuseli's The 
Nightmare. It was recently used in 
the film Gothic. Here is the story of a 
woman attacked by demons in her 
sleep. The picture is mystical and 
flavoured with deliciously sexual 
connotations. 

William Blake, the British Roman- 
tic, was more than just a painter. He 
was a poet, printmakcr and vision- 
ary. Both his writings and paintings 
incorporate mysticism with highly 
personal interpretations of history 
and literature. His images, because 
of their individualistic origin, are 
often bizarre and frightful. 

James Ensor, a late nineteenth 
century Belgian artist, is often 
called the mask-man. Like Bosch, 
his portrayal of religious subjects is 
heretical. He depicts faces as an- 
onymous and blank — similar to a 
mask or a cadaver — thereby de- 
grading his subjects (often the 
whole of humanity) to hollowness. 

Edvard Munch, the only promi- 
nent Norwegian artist, might be 
named the king of horrific art. A 
man of deranged psyche. Munch 
forcefully expresses his own expe- 
riences and those of religion. The 
Scream depicts a psychotic experi- 
ence in which Munch imagined 
nature to open up and actually yell 
at him. The energy of hallucination 




pervades the painting. 

Munch degrades religion and 
sexuality in Madonna. He por- 
trays a young woman having an 
orgasm. She has wild long black 
hair and is placed against afuck-me 
red background. A frame has been 
painted in, showing sperm floating 
around the Virgin. 



Mystical, disturbing, grotesque 
and cruel subjects haveconsistcntly 
been depicted throughout the his- 
tory of art. What is evil is always of 
pa rticular interest, and many artists 
have managed to mold evil into 
their personal, often deranged 
work. There must be a reason for it 
all, eh?

Big Black are another noise band who deal 
in the every day horrors. Psychosis and vio- 
lence arc recurring themes in their music, 
lhey use guitais and drum machines to a 
maddening degree which has been proven 
capable of sterilizing small animals in labo- 
ratory tests up to a range of 30m. Steve 
Albini, the band's main song writer, seems 
obsessed with suicide and violence at times, 
another evil of our society. Sinister elements 
such as a case in Jordan, Minnesota which 
was like last year's case in Hamilton, Ont. 
where a mother and her boyfriend involved 
her two daughters in graveyard rituals, lead- 
ing to necrophilia and canniblism. Themes 
such as that fascinate Albini. He's not what 
you call a sicko, he simply brings forth these 
elements that generally society prefers to 
ignore. 

Suicide is another theme of Big Black. On 
Atomizer's 'Kerosene', Albini looks at a 
bored individual looking for a way out.

All set to a screaming beat, such is Big 
Black. Steve Albibi has written some stories 
for the magazine Forced Exposure, continuing 
his themes. The True Story of Ed' in the 
latest issue centers around a character who 
wakes up every morning by pressing a '45 
automatic barrel against his temple. The 
cold metal forces his eves open. The open- 
ing sentence being "Fifteen years bctorc he 
was to shoot himself in thehead, Ed woke up 
to the sound of his radiator whistling." Big 
Black are no more. But the madness contin- 
ues. 

Tncsc three examples represent to me 
what true evil in music can be. It's not skulls 
and crow's bones or the juvenile antics of 
bands such as W.A.S.P. or Alien Sex Fiend. 
It’s the evil that lurks in all of us that these 
bands present, bringing us front and center 
with our owr. reality and fears.

The oft-promised new athletics 
complex is supposed to improve 
the lives of McGill's community 
enormously. Some people won't 
have to wait. 

"A new weight room was sup- 
posed to be a part of a new athletics 
complex," said Directorof Athletics 
Bob Dubcau. Prolonged delays in 
the construction of the new com- 
plex made it necessary to update 
present facilities. 

"The renovated weight room is 
approximately twice the size of the 
old one," said Marla Gold, Fitness 
and Recreation Co-Ordinator. The 
room will be increased from 1500 
square feet to 3400 square feel. The 
new room is better lit, and includes 
equipment such as rowing simula- 
tors, stationary bikes, and Polaris 
machines. 

"The cost of renovating the room, 
including brand new floors, was 
approximately $25,000. Costs were 
kept down through the purchaseof 
top notch equipment at bargain 
prices. After the demise of the 
Montréal Alouettes football team, 
McGill purchased their entire 
weight room equipment. When the 
Ville-Marie squash club closed its 
doors, McGill purchased eight 
pieces of equipment from them. 
Dubeau emphasized, 'The total 
value of the equipment is $100,000

$40,000 towards their acquisition." 

In addition to improving the 
equipment, "the aesthetics of the 
room will be greatly improved," 
said Dubeau. 

The room will be repainted, extra 
mirrors are planned, and large 
laminated charts giving explana- 
tions on how to use the equipment 
will be put up. 

Weight instructors Rob Moore 
and Rosemary Geist both said the 
new facility has become an instant 
hit. "The people responsible for the 
new weight room did a good job. 
The new weight room is a vast 
improvement over the former," 
said Moore. 

Geist feels "more (women] will be 
inclined to use the new facilities 
because it provides a greater choice 
range." 

The Athletics Department has also 
provided full time supervision un- 
til October 25, but starting this 
week, supervision will be at peak 
hours only. Director Dubeau cites 
the cost as the reason why full time 
supervision is impossible. 

He hopes to move the Squash 
Court Marshall in front of the 
weight room to act as supervisor on 
a temporary basis. 

To ensure the security of the new 
equipment, the University has in- 
stalled closed circuit cameras that 
will allow security guards to moni- 
tor workout areas.
